Most of the thru 
trains are now Diesel equipped. 
The Diesels have speeded up the 
efficiency of the railroads, and are 
proving much 
more economical 
than the steam engines. 
For one 
thing, the Diesels have greatly re­ 
duced the number of 
tram em­ 
ployes. 
Diesel units 
now pull 
two to 
four 
times the 
number of cars 
formerly forming the "drag” of 
steam locomotives and at much 
greater 
speed than 
that of the

U. S. EIGHTH ARMY HEAD­ 
QUARTERS, Korea, Sept. 24 — 
(£h— Gen. James A. Van Fleet 
today said his Eighht Army has 
killed or wounded 58,000 Commu­ 
nist soldiers in Korea since Aug. 
18 through Sept. 22. 
The report covered the entire 
150-mile front. 
About 80 percent of the Red 
losses were in the bloody “Battle 
of the Hills” in eastern Korea. 
The f gure represents almost six 
Red divisions. 
Van Fleet said 2,800 Reds were 
taken prisoner in the same period. 
The casualty tolls of killed or 
wounded have been “evaluated.” 
That is the army’s term for the 
final estimate after all field ac­ 
counts and reports have been dis­ 
counted for possible duplication or 
exaggeration. 
Most of the Red loseass were in­ 
curred after the Reds broke off 
the Kaesong truce talks Aug. 23.

Old Doc Gallup has turned his attention 
from presidential possibilities and interna­

This development, which promises to rev­ 
olutionize warfare in combination with the 
atomic bomb, is certain to be an extremely 
costly one. The modern military plane is 
the most expensive vehicle ever devised by 
man. The new guided missile, which must 
carry an extrem ely complex 
mechanism 
to take over all the functions of a pilot, will 
hardly prove less expensive to build. More­ 
over, 
it will be 
consumed entirely 
in a 
single, one-way flight. 


The factor that makes this project desir­ 
able is that the guided missile promises to 
be as economical in manpower as it is prodi­ 
gal in money and materials. When pilotless 
planes become 
capable of carrying 
their 
atomic bombloads accurately to designated 
targets there should be no need for the type 
of mass bombing raids which often proved 
so costly in highly trained manpower dur­ 
ing World War II. 


There is no 
indication in the 
brief air 
force announcement whether that day has 
actually 
arrived. 
Innumerable 
problems 
must be solved before guided missiles can 
take over a major part of the air force's as­ 
signment. But the solution to many of them 
may be in sight if the nation has progressed 
from the strictly experimental into the com­ 
bat unit stage.

Communist Ban Up to Australians 


SYD NEY, Sept. 24— (^P)— The 
Australian people will decide in a 
nation-wide referendum Saturday 
(Sept. 22) whether they want the 
Australian Communist 
party and 
all its subsidiaries outlawed or not. 
They will vote “ yes” if they are 
in favor of having the constitution 
altered so as to give the Menzies 
government 
power to 
ban 
the 
Communists, or “ no” if they are 
against it. 


That seems simple enough. But 
why has there got to be a referen­ 
dum? The answer to the question 
is not so simple. 


You see, Australia has six, state 
parliaments and a federal parlia­ 
ment which sits in Canberra, the 
federal capital. The six state par­ 
liaments sit in the capitals of New 
South Wales, Victoria, Queensland, 
South Austrlia, Western Australia 
and Tasmania. Australia’s seventh 
state, the northern territory, has 
no parliament of its own. 
T h e 
Australian 
constitution 
vests certain powers with the state 
governments and 
certain powers 
with the federal government. 
At the 
last Australia-wide, or 
federal, election on April 28, 1951, 
the Australian people reelected the 
coalition 
government 
of R. 
G. 
Menzie’s Liberal party 
and Sir 
Arthur 
Fadden’s 
County party. 
This government was first elected 
December IO, 1949, on

The Menzies government, seek­

“ The deadly danger of war and 
the actual 
operations of 
war in 
such places as Korea, 
Indochina 
and Malaya, in which fellow Aus­ 
tralians are sustaining casualties, 
are 
all creations 
of Communist 
imperialism. 
"Aggressive 
Communism 
fol­ 
lows the same technique all over I 
the world. This explains why Aus­ 
tralian Communist 
leaders have 
worked their way 
into positions ,
